Dear Anders on: 

I write as a(torney for Carlos Marcello to protest the 
spread of leaked and unfounded accusations that he was in any 
way connected with the assassination of President Kennedy. It 
is fashionable to speculate as to what a conunittce report will 
contain, thereby permitting suspicions to gain footholds that 
cannot be sustained. What has not been revealed and deliberately 
suppressed, however, is the fact that Carlos Marcello testified 
before the House Assassinations Committee and denied under oat i 
that he was in any way involved in the assas sination of 
President Kennedy. 



For months prior to the assassination he was busily engaged 
with me . in preparing his defense in a criminal conspiracy trial. At 
the very moment of the assassination he was in Judge Christenbury s 
court in the United States District Court in New Orleans with me 
listening to the judge charge the jury. His only reputed link to those 
involved in the assassination is his relationship with Dave Feme (an 
alle'^ed but unproven link to Oswald) whom I hired, at the suggestion 
of co-counsel G. Wray Gill, Sr. to perform investigative seiwices. 
Incidentally, Dave Fcrrie was in the courthouse with us on the day o 
the assassMation and no agency of the government has ever attempted 
to explore or verify these facts. 
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Appearing on national television on June 7, 1979 on "Good 
Morning America" G. Robert Blakey. General Counsel for the 
House Assassination's Committee, was forced to admit that after 
several years of study and expenditure of millions, the Committee 
has discovered nothing new other than proof that more than one 
gunman participated in the assassination.

"It is probable that I have done more work on the 
John Kennedy assassination than anyone else and 
I am certain this is true of the assassination of 
Dr. King. There is no doubt in my mind that 
neither Mr. Marcello nor Mr. Trafficante had 
anything to do with the assassination of the President, 
the mythology about to be palmed off by the House

A thorough 
analysis of the facts will show, however, that there is no basis foi 
believing that Carlos Marcello was involved in any way in the 
assas sination.
